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Cambridge Firm 
Buys Local Plant 
—~For-$15.3 Million

Genetics Institute, Inc., a Cambridge- 
based biotechnology company, has pur- 
chased the former Fisher Scientific Co. 
property on Burtt Road in the Lowell 
Junction industrial property for $15.3 
million. 

According to Garen Bohlin, Senior 
Vice President of Finance and Adminis- 
tration, the company plans to equip the 
existing 139,000-square-foot facility for 
its laboratory and production uses by 
late 1987, and open it for operation by 
early 1988. The facility will employ ap- 
proximately 150 individuals, including 
PhDs, engineers, laboratory and produc- 
tion technicians and support workers, he 
said; 80 to 90 of them will be transferees 
from the Cambridge center. 

The 1.0ve will represent a fourfold ex- 
pansion for Genetics Institute. Bohlin 
said that the company chose the site be- 
cause the Fisher lab building contained a 
wealth of lab bench and production line 
space, and because the 50-acre site (io- 
Ttednear Gillette Co.) would allow for 
physical expansion of the plant 
over time. He anticipates that the com- 
pany will invest an additional $20 million 
re-fitting and equipping “the existing 
building. 

According to Bohlin, thie company de- 
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velops human pharmaceutical drugs 
through biotechnology. For example, he 
said, they might isolate a factor in hu- 
man blood that causes clotting. In the 
past, the factor could be extracted to 
treat patients, such as hemophiliacs, in 
small quantities only; now, through the 
manipulation of genes in the protein and 
other facets of biotechnology, the compa- 
ny is able to ‘“‘grow’’ large quantities. 
As is the case with any medicine, sub- 
stances produced by the technology re- 
quire both animal and human testing

Lunch, Lecture Tuesday

Do you recognize this building? Do you know 
where it was located and what it used to be be- 
fore and after this photograph was taken? One 
hint: stolen kisses and the beginnings of many 
journeys took place in this building in bygone 
Andover. See the end of this article for the an- 
swer. 

The Andover Historical Society will hold the 
third in its new series of lunch/lectures at noon 
on Tuesday, March 24, when George Walsh will 
tell stories about this building and other busi- 
nesses in Andoer in the first half of this century. 
Main and Essex Streets looked very different 
then and Walsh will describe the changes that 
have taken place. 

With coffee and dessert provided by the socie- 
ty, listeners are invited to bring a bag lunch and 
enjoy Walsh’s tales of the varied businesses that 
flourished in Andover before they invented bou- 
tiques.

““A Museum Is...,’’ a behind-the-scenes look at 
what makes up a museum, will open Sunday, 
April 5, at the Museum of American Textile 
History, 800 Massachusetts Ave., North Andover 

The exhibit will focus on three goals that all 
museums have in common: collecting, 
preserving and interpreting. Photographs will 
show how these functions are performed at all 
types of museums, ranging from the New 
England Aquarium and Trustees of 
Reservations to Old Sturbridge Village and the 
Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum. 

But a museum is more than a repository of 
objects. The exhibit will show how the Museum 
of American Textile History brings history alive 
through a wide variety of exhibitions, special 
events and eductional programs. Examples of 
objects from recent exhibitions will be 
displayed. Photographs, as well as one of the 
hands-on resource kits that are available for 
area teachers, will show how a wide and varied 
audience is reached through educational 
progams. Another panel will show how all 
aspects of the museum and its mission are tied 
together by people: members, trustees, staff, 
volunteers and visitors. 

A major portion of the exhibit will be devoted 
to the museum’s preindustrial, industrial, 
textile and library collections, showing how 
these collections contribute to the understanding 
of many types of history: labor, technological, 
decorative arts, business, social, architectural 
and regional history. 

The exhibit will include many never-before- 
exhibited items. Highlights of this section will 
include a War-Against-Southern-Workers-strike 
poster, early factory comic books, a Mule 
Spinner commemorative, a lithograph of the 
Sawyer Mill and a drawing of the Lawrence 
power system. Other items on exhibit will 
include a Hargrove weave pattern book, an 
ACTWU union banner, a tape loom, a 
Merrimack sample book with cost estimates, 
Glenlyon printed fabric and a Forstmann book. 

One panel will show photographs of work done 
by the Textile Conservation Center as well as 
objects from the museum’s collections that the 
center has treated. Research and publications 
supported by the museum will be shown in 
another section. 

A major area will deal with the history and 
future of the museum. A brief physical history 
will show how the museum grew from an 18,000- 
square-foot building that opened in 1964 to its 
present 85,000 square feet that are owned or 
leased in five locations in three communities. 
Architect’s drawings and schematic designs for 
the museum’s proposed new home in a former 
worsted mill in Lawrence will show how this 
new museum will be the largest textile museum

Long Distance 


Savings Plan 
Being Offered 


AT&T is proposing new long distance savings 
opportunities starting April 1 for travelers, stu- 
dents, military personnel and others who call 
home frequently. 

The new option, to be marketed as Call Home, 
is an addition to AT&T’s Reach Out America 
calling program, which gives callers one hour of 
AT&T Long Distance calling for $8.40 a month. 
By adding a $2 monthly Call Home fee to the 
Reach Out charge, callers with an AT&T card 
billed to their home number would be charged 
Reach Out prices for interstate AT&T card calls 
they make to their homes. 

Currently, only direct-dialed outgoing calls 
qualify for Reach Out prices. 

Another Reach Out option, to be sold as All 
American, lets customers include in-state and 
out-of-state AT&T long distance calls in their 
Reach Out America plan. If a customer buys 
Call Home in addition to All American, card 
calls also would be billed as part of the All 
American option. 

Before the two new options are available to 
long distance callers, they must be approved by 
the Federal Communications Commission. All 
American also must be approved by individual 
state regulatory commissions. 

More than two million customers are current- 
ly using Reach Out America. They pay $8.40 a 
month for an hour of AT&T long distance call- 
ing. Additional calling is prorated at $7.55 per

Dedication Of New Organ At South 


The new pipe organ at South Church will be 
used for the first time in regular worship this 
Sunday, March 22. The organ has been built for 
the church by the George Bozeman Company, 
Inc. of Deerfield, N.H. 

Included in the service will be the premiere of 
a special anthem, “‘I Will Extol You, O God,” 
composed by Marie Stultz for this occasion and 
for the 275th anniversary of the church, cele- 
brated last year. The work is scored for four- 
part chorus, treble voices, two trumpets and 
pipe organ. The composer will conduct the an- 
them, accompanied by Richard Stultz on the 
new organ. The Sanctuary Choir will be joined 
by trumpets and the voices of the Treble Chorus 
of New England, of which Stultz is founder/di- 
rector. 

The new organ is made up of four sections— 
great, well, chair and pedal. It encompasses 
much of the pipe-work of the previous organ, but 
there have been major additons and a complete 
revoicing of all ranks of pipes. Among the addi- 
tions are reed tops in the great, well and chair 

and mixtures in both the well and chair. There 
are now 36 stops, along with couplings among 
the manuals and between the manuals and ped- 
alboard. A major change is that the design has 
incorporated a mechanical (tracker) action to 
replace the old electro-pneumatic action. This 
required moving the swell section from the side 
of the organ to the center, building a new con- 
sole and some new windchests and reworking 
some of the flooring in the church’s gallery.

Work on the new organ started with design 
work early last year. Shortly after Easter 1986, 
the old organ was removed from the church so 
that the building could proceed at the Bozeman 
shop. The pieces of the organ were delivered to 
Andover early in December and installation, 
voicing and tuning have been going on since. 

The building of the new organ has been sup- 
ported in part by a grant from the Stevens Foun- 
dation of North Andover.

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Four Petitions Before Board

The Zoning Board of Appeals will be hearing 
four petitions at their next regularly scheduled 
meeting at 7 p.m. on Thursday, April 2, in the 
School Committee Conference Room on the 
second floor of the School Offices, Whittier St. 
entrance. 

John C. Garabedian, Trustee of the Moorgar 
Nominee Trust and Owners, has petitioned the 
board as a party aggrieved by a Building In- 
spector decision which allowed the construction 
of a roadway and accessory improvements in 
connection with the development of the proposed 
“Clover Fields’’ subdivision, located off 
Chandler Road, within 50 feet of the Watershed 
Protection District. 

The reference by the inspector to the by-law 
section VI.P.5, is incorrect, according to the 
petitioner, and does not apply to the proposed 
activity and that the intent of that section is not 
to prohibit such activity. 

Additionally, the petitioner requests that in 
the alternative of deciding in favor of the above 
claims, without prejudice to the applicants, the 
board allow the construction of improvements 
within 50 feet of the watershed under Section 
VI.P.5.b of the by-law. 

The claim is further supported, states the peti- 
tioner, by Planning Board acceptance of the 
subdivision plan in 1969 and was reaffirmed in 
1970. 

The hearing application cites hardship based 
on prior reservation of rights of access and the 
shape and locaton of the parcel, and contends 
that a granting of the application would not 
cause substantial detriment to the public good 
and would not derogate from the intent of the by- 
law. 

A variance or special permit has been re- 
quested by Edwin Bell, to allow the addition of a 
two-story structure, 14 feet long and 33 feet

White Home Removed From 
Abbot Pond Condo Project 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


At Thursday night’s continuation of their Comprehen- 
sive Permit application hearing, representatives from 
Picwel Builders informed the Zoning Board of Appeals 
that they had struck the Sid White homestead from their 
plans for the Abbott Pond Condominium project. 

The developers had initially planned to use the six-acre 
parcel as a fitness and health center for residents of the 70 
condominium units they plan to build across Argilla Road 
from the site; the changes allow Picwel to sidestep contro- 
versy over deed restrictions placed on the restoration of 
the house and barn by the late White’s will. 

But the removal of the historical restoration question 
did little to help endear-the developers to their critics. As 
they had at the first phase of the hearing last month, 
members of the standing-room-only crowd that packed 
the School Committee conference room lamented the pro- 
ject’s density and perceived traffic impact. 

They also probed, ungently and at length, at the finan- 
cial underpinnings of the project. 

As explained by Atty. Phillip Sullivan, a spokesman for 
Picwel, the company had signed a purchase and sale 
agreement for the land in April of 1985. Picwel paid $500,- 
000 in cash, said Sullivan, with the stipulation that the 
total purchase price would be no less than $2.8 million, the 
balance of which would be paid by mortgages in propor- 
tion to the number of units built. 

Andover Street resident Joel Claydon accused the com- 
pany of ‘‘front-loading profits.”’ 

Claydon, who explained that he develops and markets 
buildings in Boston, distributed copies of a breakdown he 
had made of what he felt would be Picwel’s potential prof- 
its on a project with 25, 35 or 40 units. 

The accuracy of the breakdown was questionable, how- 
ever; the high profit figures Claydon had computed as- 
sumed the purchase price and sale-related expenses of the 
land to be approximately $750,000. 

Claydon challenged Sullivan’s $2.8 million figure. ‘In 
effect,” he said, ‘if there weren’t as many units there, 
you wouldn’t get as much for the land.” 

Gerard Welch of Picwel said that the figure was ‘‘a 
minimum acquisition cost, but not a maximum acquisi- 
tion cost.” 

“You would still pay $2.8 million if nothing was ap- 
proved for the site?”’ asked Joseph Finn of Argilla Road. 

“If you renege on the P&S,” said Welch, ‘‘We could get 
out of the agreement. But, in effect, we would forfeit one- 
half million dollars cash.” 

George Danneman asked the board what the term ‘“‘lim- 
ited dividend corporation,” stipulated by state law as an 
entity qualified to apply for a Comprehensive Permit, 
meant. 

Chairman Whitney said that the determination is made 
by the lending authority in a case.

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Future Of Old Town Hall 
Rests With Town Meeting 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


She is an old friend who has served 
well for more years than any of her cur- 
rent admirers have lived; now, in the 
years of her decline, she’s asking for 
their help. This April, by its vote on 
‘lown Meeting warrant article 17, the 
town of Andover will decide the future of 
the time-worn building that was its first 
civic center. 

Article 17 seeks authorization to reno- 
vate the Old Town Hall according to 
plans formulated by a Boston-based ar- 
chitectural firm. This week, the Andover 
Historical Society is sending letters 
urging its members to attend Town 
Meeting and vote in favor. Town boards, 
too, have largely supported the proposal. 

If public enthusiasm for the project is 
less than universal, it is probably due to 
differences over two issues, price and 
use. The anticipated price for the work is 
set at $2.6 million. The plans call for the 
building to be used by non-commercial 
agencies, such as the Post Office. 

The first issue relates to the age of the 
building; the second, to its history. 

The Old Town Hall was built in 1858, 


Despite improvements made at the in- 
tesection of Haverhill and High streets 
late last week, and recent publicity re- 
garding the dangerous intersection, 
many drivers continue to speed down 
Haverhill St. and refuse to stop at the 
appointed lines on High St, according to 
some local officials.

three years after Andover was incorpo- 
rated as a town. It was originally used 
for civic, political and cultural activities 
and assemblies, and housed the offices of 
town officials. In February of 1984, those 
offices were moved into the renovated 
Town Office building on Bartlett Street, 
where they are currently housed. The 
Old Town Hall became the headquarters 
for the town’s credit union. 

At last year’s Town Meeting, residents 
voted to allocate funds for studies and 
structural analyses that would pave the 
way for the hall’s eventual renovation. 
The job was given to a Boston architectu- 
ral firm, headed by Ann Beha, that spe- 
cializes in historical restoration. 

Beha’s studies indicated that the build- 
ing had been allowed to deteriorate bad- 
ly over time, and it would need extensive 
structural reinforcement as well as cos- 
metic restoration. Her plans favored ren- 
ovations that would preserve the hall’s 
character. She also suggested that the 
second floor be restored to its former use 
as an auditorium, and that the use of the 
downstairs be limited to non-commercial

agencies. 

Over the past year, a number of resi- 
dents had proposed that the building be 
opened for commercial use. Speaking at 
a Selectman’s meeting late last year, a 
representative of the Beha firm ex- 
plained that such a commercial desig- 
nation would require more extensive— 
and expensive—renovations than those 
needed for non-commercial use, because 
commercial safety and access standards 
are more exacting. 

Although the text of Article 17 does not 
mention the $2.6 million funding figure, it 
has been proposed as a target by Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony. The price, 
says Mahony, represents a worst-case 
scenario. Some grant monies, and fund- 
ing from private donors, will probably be 
available—but he does not want to specu- 
late on amounts until the issue is voted. 
“Fundraising is important,’ he says, 
“unfortunately, it’s difficult to raise 
funds if we don’t have a commitment.”

allow the town to choose the form of 
funding most appropriate to the project. 

Choices fall within two general catago- 
ries, he says. The town could fund the 
renovation with a conventional type of 
municipal bonding, or the town could sell 
the building to.a private trust, then lease 
it back over the life of the bond. 

The second method is akin to that by 
which the expansion of Memorial Hall 
Library is being funded. According to 
Mahony, for that transaction, a private 
trust was formed by individuals and enti- 
ties, including a bank and the Town Man- 
ager (Mahony explains that the title does 
not specify him; it can cover anyone who 
succeeds him in the position). 

The town, as a municipality, ‘‘sold’’ 
the project to the trust for a dollar. ‘‘It’s 
a paper transaction,” he explains, ‘‘a le- 
gal fiction, just like the one that says that 
a corporation is an individual in the sight 
of the law.” 

The trust then arranged the financing, 
and the town contracted to pay “‘lease”’

Question 1 


What are your top priorities for the 
Andover School System in the next three 
years? 


The development and implementation of a 
comprehensive educational plan based on pro- 
grammatic considerations: restructuring of the 
curriculum to include problem solving, indepen- 
dent learning, and the introduction of new tech- 
nology; integrating the Andover community 
more completely into the school system by an 
efficient utilization of our resources—P.T.0.s, 
P.A.C.s, businesses and senior citizens; and fac- 
ulty development through increased partici- 
pation in curricular innovations and through 
alliances with other area educational institu- 
tions. A proactive approach to education is nec- 
essary in today’s society and the Andover School 
System has to excite and challenge its students 
and faculty through creative educational initia- 
tives. 


I would like to see the following accomplished 
during the next three years: 

1. Total development of all children by imple- 
menting programs in: a) guidance and counsel- 
ing for personal, social and scholastic values; b) 
curriculum development to encourage students’ 
responsibility/participation in learning and 
leadership skills; c) communications and prob- 
lem solving; d) sports and extracurricular 
activities. 

2. Increased community participation in set- 
ting the educational direction by developing 
spirit within our community and utilize all 
resources available to increase involvement;

Question 2 


How do you propose to improve educa- 
tion for students in the middle of the 
spectrum, those students neither in top 
track nor in the special needs programs? 


I would propose an active learning program 
that would force students to use knowledge not 
normally applied in a ‘“‘typical’’ academic set- 
ting: internships based on an educational pre- 
text; a lecture series to demonstrate different 
educational approaches and future opportunities 
for students; and the formation of ‘centers of 
excellence’’ within each school to provide stu- 
dents with the resources to become ‘‘experts”’ in 
a particular area. Positive reinforcement is es- 
sential and the recognition of progressive 
achievement at all levels of the educational sys- 
tem is necessary. In this system students would 
become partners in the educational process, not 
subjects. 


Evaluation of the primary instructional strat- 
egy would need to be completed. 

A basic and solid core curriculum would be 
emphasized, focusing on reading, writing and 
computation. 

I would concentrate on preparing these chil- 
dren for real-life situations by developing pro- 
grams that would deal with student skills, such 
as: 1) organization; 2) critical thinking; 3) prob- 
lem solving; 4) communications. 

Student participation in these programs would 
be developed by teacher/student interaction. 
With increased participation, students would be 
encouraged through positive reinforcement/mo- 
tivation to reach their full potential as it relates 
to personal growth and life’s experiences and 
strive for excellence. Fiscal responsibility 
would be maintained. 


We constantly supply kids in the “gifted” 
Classes and special needs classes with benefits 
that the students in the “middle of the spec- 
trum”’ do not get: such benefits as teacher aides 
and smaller classes. But the majority of the pu- 
pils fall into the “middle of the spectrum.” With 
the implementation of the computer plan, all 
Students will have their education improved. 
Once they are opened up to the possibilities of a 
computer, they will realize why these machines 
have become so popular. By expanding their

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Question 1 


As a Selectman what would be your top 
priorities for the Town of Andover for the 
next three years? 


To honestly and intelligently address 
the following priorities, not necessarily 
in this order: 

1. Comprehensive Permits, and effect 
they would have on Home Rule, Zoning, 
Density and the impact on town services 
and education. 

2. Affordable Housing should be han- 
dled at the local level with local control. 
Consideration must be given to popula- 
tion growth estimated in the Town Mas- 
ter Plan. 

3. Preservation of old Town Hall 
according to the vote of Town Meeting. 

4. Maintain a professional and closer 
relationship between the Board of Select- 
men and the School Committee and be- 
tween the Selectmen and the citizenry. 

5. Evaluate the elderly programs and 
improve where necessary. 


Zoning is one of the major issues con- 
fronting the voters. I feel that the plan- 
ners should work toward a solution that 
would satisfy the concerned groups and 
the Town Meeting would be the arena for 
the final decision. 

Affordable housing is another impor- 
tant future concern. I feel that the voters 
will allow some affordable housing scat- 
tered throughout the town. 

Senior citizen growth and housing is 
another issue —finding land and building 
elderly housing in the downtown area 
will be another dilemma. I feel that the 
Phillips Academy vacated buildings 
would be a possible solution. 


My top priorities include monitoring 
residential and industrial growth to as- 
sure that town services continue to meet 
the needs of the entire town. I will ad- 
dress the affordable housing issue and 
push for projects which are in the best 
interests of the town and the people, 
young and old, who are in need of this 
housing. I would also work for continued 
watershed protection, solutions to town- 
wide traffic and downtown parking prob- 
lems and to find a feasible way to restore 
old Town Hall. Child care for Andover 
residents, paid for by those who use it, is 
‘Iso a priority. 


Planning, planning, planning. The 
most important focus of our town for the 
near term is to complete the Master Plan 
process started several years ago. We 
are over two-thirds built and the serving 
of our common priorities will occur only 
through planning and drawing of consen- 
sus. We must carefully address the road 
and utility distribution plan immedi- 
ately. 


To oversee town policy, it is critical to 
maintain a consistent and public proce- 
dural process when eliciting input from 
citizens and feedback from town boards. 
In three years, affordable housing levels 
should be at least at the state-mandated 
10 percent level, with planning for elder- 
ly and young-resident housing ongoing. 
Old Town Hall renovation plans should 
be complete. Business parking should 
not be infringing on residential areas. A 
long-range school and town financial 
plan should be in place, insuring a main- 
tainance of high-level services. The town 
must continue to attract capable employ- 
ees and encourage newcomers’ partici- 
pation and commitment. 
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Question 2 


Given the town’s financial situation, do 
you favor or oppose an override of Prop. 
2%, if necessary, to continue or improve 
existing programs? Why? 


I would oppose an override of Proposi- 
tion 2%. The town has successfully coped 
with Proposition 2% since its passage 
and I feel, with conservative and effi- 
cient management by all town officials, 
the town should not find itself in a posi- 
tion to consider an override of Prop. 2%. 
Funding to continue or improve And- 
over’s existing programs should be ac- 
complished under the existing 
mechanism. It would require an excep- 
tionally large continuing expenditure be- 
fore the town would have to consider an 
override. 


Proposition 2% is here to stay until the 
state can come up with a better plan. As 
long as the building in town continues, 
we should be able to operate on our cu- 
rent standards. The problem, of course, 
is as building continues, increased 
amount of services, etc., are needed. 
When building slows and available land 
is saturated, we will have to make major 
cuts without reducing essential services. 


I am not in favor of a Proposition 2%2 
override. Given the town’s current finan- 
cial situation, it does not appear likely 
that it would be necessary. As the town 
continues to grow, so will the tax base 
which should continue to provide the nec- 
essary funds for our existing programs. 
There are also ways, other than the over- 
ride, to raise funds which may be nec- 
essary to meet the budget which I would 
favor. The only time an override may be 
in order would be when an unforeseen 
circumstance or emergency arose that 
was not provided for in the budget. 


My recent review of the town budget 
model would not suggest a need to over- 
ride 24%. This law was overwhelmingly 
supported by Andover’s voters and their 
sentiment has not changed. The creative 
financial techniques forged out of the 
challenge and adversity of this citizens’ 
initiative has shown the strength of our 
management team. We have excellent 
credit ratings and continue to improve 
the quality of Andover life. 


I would oppose an override at this 
time. While the town has had to reassess 
service priorities under 242, this has re- 
sulted in better management practices. 
Through training and awareness pro- 
grams, employees are producing higher 
work levels. Fortunately, “‘growth reve- 
nues,”’ i.e. income from the recent motel- 
hotel tax and the expanding industrial 
base, has caused Andover to suffer less, 
in terms of actual bottom-line revenue, 
than other communities. The voters still 
seem to oppose any tax increases, shown 
with the 1982 override defeat. If, in the 
future, growth slows and service de- 
mands increase, the voters may have to 
consider alternatives.

For the first time in many years there is inter- 
est in the annual town election.

Last night the Andover League of Women Vot- 
ers conducted their Candidates Night program, 
with all office seekers given the opportunity to 
put forth their views on specific items and to 
respond to questions from the audience. 

And, of course, there have been the traditional 


coffee sessions meeting with residents in various 
Andover neighborhoods, along with some ’phone 
calls asking for favorable consideration. 

Now all that is left is for the electorate to re- 
spond in goodly numbers on Monday, to make 
this whole electoral process a worthwhile effort. 

Don’t think for a moment that the good turnout 
of candidates this year guarantees a healthy 
response by the voters on election day. 

Witness what happened recently in North And- 
over where nine candidates were seeking two 
spots on the board of selectmen under the new 
town manager charter. 

After a healthy and active campaign, voters in 
that community virtually ignored the election 
with one of the worst turnouts in the town’s histo- 


ry. 

Let’s not allow that to happen in Andover, a 
community always known for its response to ful- 
filling civic duty. 

Polls will be open Monday from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
at the Dunn Gymnasium where all precincts cast 
their ballot. 

Reward the candidates for their efforts in 
attempting to serve you and the community by 
taking the few moments required to vote on Mon- 
day. 


Down The Years With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago — March 1912 

Not for many years has the spring opened with such a 
rush of water as we are encountering in the early spring 
storms of 1912. Flooded cellars, washed-out gutters, rush- 
ing brooks, and overflowed meadows and gardens all indi- 
cate that we are not going to have quite the same trouble 
from dry weather this coming spring and summer as has 
been encountered in so many sections of this area during 
the past five years. 

The Natural History Society deserves the thanks of the 
community for arranging the lecture, announced else- 
where, for next Tuesday evening. There are very few 
more important matters affecting the beauty of Andover 
that the preservation of trees, and every move that con- 
— to the public information is timely and cormmend- 
able. 

The moth lecture on Tuesday evening was somewhat 
disappointing to those who attended, in that there seemed 
to be a lack of practical suggestions made that were of 
help to the average tree-owner in doing his own share of 
the work in fighting the moths. 

The condition of the Essex St. highway is a daily re- 
minder to many of the Andover public of what is found in 
practically every section of the town, aid the unfortunate 
problem is how to overcome such a condition of affairs. 
The hopelessness of the task has seemed to impress more 
people than has the possible way of remedying the situa- 
tion. 


50 Years Ago — March 1937 

Ousted by the electorate at the annual election three 
weeks ago, Dr. Nathaniel Stowers was restored to the 
School Committee Monday evening at a joint meeting of 
the Selectmen and the School Committee in as strange a 
political resurrection as Andover has ever seen. He had 
been defeated by all three other contenders, but after the 
death of Mrs. Ralph N.C. Barnes, who had won the seat, 
Dr. Stowers was placed in her position on the committee 
until the next annual election. 


Andover’s businessmen and town officials had a gym 
class Wednesday night; they had the effects of the gym 
class on Thursday night. 

A Henney ambulance at $3,280, an American LaFrance 
fire pump at $6,500, and a Plymouth sedan cruising car at 
$550 were ordered by the Selectmen Monday night after 
bids had been received from a number of different 
concerns. The ambulance is expected to be shipped from 
Illinois in 30 days and the fire truck from Elmira, N.Y., in 
65 days. 

Before the annual town meeting, the comment was fer- 
quently heard that it was unfortunate that the town de- 
parimental budgets came to such a high total, since it left 
very little leeway for any special articles that might be 
considered necessary by the voters. 


25 Years Ago — March 1962 

Once again, the Urban Renewa! spokesmen have an- 
nounced a delay in presenting their report to the voters— 
the special town meeting is now scheduled for October. 
Although the several-tirmes delayed subject is of par- 
amount importance to the community, many persons 
have been prone to grumble whenever there has been a 
new timetable suggested, for valid reason. 

Last Saturday, the president of the Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion asked for a recount—not reconsideration—of the close 
vote on a zoning amendment. By the time he had done the 
necessary mathematics which indicated the closeness of 
the vote, the meeting had started to discuss the next arti- 
cie. The moderator ruled that any motion to recount the 
vote must wait until the new discussion was completed— 
and then ruled that it was too late to recount because 
some voters had left the hall. 

Garbage collection details are pretty much up in the air, 
with basic decisions on many details yet to be made. Town 
Manager Thomas E. Duff revealed this week that specifi-

payments to the trust in the exact amount of the 
bond payments. 

At the end of the bond’s fifteen year life, the 
trust will ‘‘sell’’ the completed building back to 
the town for a dollar. 

Although the transaction may seem more 
complicated than straight municipal bonding, 
Mahony says that it gives the taxpayer two 
advantages over the more traditional funding 
mechanism. 

First of all, a town can not renegotiate its 
bonding issue on a project it owns in the light of 
dropping interest rates—but as a private entity, 
the trust can. Mahony says that, since rates 
have become lower, the trust is now planning to 
re-bond the library project. 

In addition, a town pays its loans back in pay- 
ments of even principal-to-interest. This means 
that, as the principal left to be paid shrinks with 
every payment, so does the interest—and the 
total payment. The largest payments, then, are 
made first. 

According to Mahony, a big payment ‘up 
front” is not good business practice in a town 
like Andover, where the tax base—and the abili- 
ty to pay—has grown steadily from year to year 
and is anticipated to continue to do so. 

As a private entity, the trust can pay its debt 
in even payments over the life of the bond, he 
says, much like a homeowner pays his mort- 
gage. The first and last payments are the same 
amount—but the last payment is easier, in a 
sense, because the town has grown, and the 
revenue pool from which it pays has grown in 
proportion. 

Andover is ‘fairly unique’ among Massachu- 
setts towns in its use of the private trust funding 
concept for large projects, says Mahony. “‘I first 
tried it five years ago, and it worked,” he says. 
“IT don’t feel self-conscious about it anymore; 
we’re considered leaders in the field now.”’ 

Mahony adds that, if the Old Town Hall pro- 
ject is passed, the actual funding will probably 
not begin for at least a year. By the time the 
transaction takes place, he says, the town will 
have a real figure which will take into account 
any private gifts and public grants it will obtain. 

While it is renovating the hall, he adds, it will 
also, if all goes as planned, lease space to the 
Post Office. The Post Office will make its own 
interior improvements on its part of the build- 
ing; this arrangement will also ease the town’s 
financial burden in the project. 

Asked how the Old Town Hall project would 
affect the taxes of Andover residents, Mahony 
says that, in his opinion, its passage would not 
produce a change. Nor, he says, would non-pas- 
sage lower the budget. The town’s rates are now 
at the maximum allowable; if the money were 
not allocated for renovations, Mahony contends, 
“the demands of the school and town are so 
great, it would be used anyway.”’

ited dividend corporation. The ZBA is not authorized to inquire further 
into the matter. 

He acknowledged that the term is not fully defined—and that the 
state’s authorization might, therefore, seem arbitrary. “I understand 
that, for you, that’s not acceptable,” Zollner told Danneman, “But 
that’s the law.” 

Danneman later questioned the pricing mechanism for resale of the 
project’s 22 proposed low- and moderate-income units. The resale price 
is limited by deed restriction, but the rise is proportionate to market 
appreciation rates. Given the high appreciation rate for property in the 
Andover area, he asked, would the town have the right to cap the rise in 
resale price? 

Physical Planner Steve Colyer said that he would ask state authori- 
ties to define the town’s powers in the matter. 

Danneman pressed Picwel to raise its percentage of below-market- 
rate units if the project is approved, noting that profits on the planned 
development will be high. 

Brian Keefe, a resident of the Washington Park apartments, de- 
plored the night’s ‘‘net income” discussion. ““My income is my busi- 
ness,”’ he said. “What seems to be the issue here is, are these units 
going to be built? No one is in business today to take a loss.” __ 

Susan Dennett said that, given a recent Planning Board directive to 
another Comprehensive Permit applicant to keep his low-cost unit ratio 
at at least 40 percent of the total, Picwel’s 22 units seemed low. 

Chairman Whitney answered that the board wished to remain flexi- 
ble on the percentage issue. ‘‘We’re going to have to deal with each one 
(application) as it comes along,” he said. 


Jane Legendre of Andover Street raised the familiar density issue, 
saying that she is not opposed to low-income housing, ‘‘I am opposed to 
the density.’’ She also cited plans by the developers to maintain the 
duck pond on the property as private, due to insurance complications. 
“If Sid White could maintain it and keep the liability to himself, I don’t 
see why the condo association or the town couldn’t do the same,” she 
said. 

Finally, David Wilke, who now rents an apartment in town, spoke in 
favor of the plans on economic grounds.“‘I am a young professional,”’ 
he said. ‘“‘There’s nothing I and your sons and daughters would like 
more than to have a place of our own. I’m the future here; you’re going 
to have to deal with me—either right now, or later.’’

mented that ‘‘Mike has always represented And- 
over well, and us, as a committee, well...he has 
always conducted himself in an outstanding 
fashion...he’s gone beyond what is expected.” 

In his brief farewell comments, Giammusso 
commended the staff of the Andover school sys- 
tem. “It’s been an amazing six years,’’ he 
added, ‘‘A lot of predictions of doom (with Prop- 
osition 242...we all keep working...it doesn’t 
happen.” 

Shortly thereafter, Giammusso called for a 
vote on contracts with various employee units. 

The Non-Unit Management positions of Super- 
intendent and Assistant Superintendents will re- 
ceive a five-percent salary increase retroactive 
to July 1, 1986, for the 1987 fiscal year. Business 
Manager Frank Paul will receive a six-percent 
increase for the same period due to a prior con- 
tract approved by the committee. 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert will receive 
$1,000 in merit compensation for this period and 
each of the three other management personnel 
will receive $800. 

For fiscal year 1988, all four will receive a six- 
percent increase with a merit compensation 
pool of two percent, requiring committee appro- 
val for the superintendent. The other three 
merit compensations will be administered by 
recommendation of the superintendent and ap- 
proval of the committee. 

About the merit plan, Giammusso commented 
that it was an “important step the committee 
feels is the way to go...to provide an impetus to 
meeting gdals.”’ 

Non-Unit Non-Management employees will re- 
ceive a five-percent increase, retroactive to July 
1, 1986, and a six-percent increase for fiscal year 
1988. In addition, a longevity plan has been insti- 
tuted. 

The plan, which is consistant with the plan 
used for town employees, allows for an increase 
between two to four percent for those employed 
more than five years. 

The breakdown of the longevity increases is as 
follows: 

For five-years’ service, 2 percent; ten years, 
two-and-one half percent; fifteen years, three 
percent; twenty years, three-and-one-half per- 
cent, and twenty-five years service will earn a 
four-percent increase. 

The Substitute Teachers agreement is split 
into two segments, one for veteran substitutes, 
and one for new substitutes. 

Veteran Substitutes, those in service prior to 
fiscal year 1987, who earn $45 per day, after 30- 
days’ service, will receive $55 per day, begin- 
ning with their 41st day of cumulative service. 

New Substitutes will start at $40 per day and 
will be paid $55 per day after serving 60 cumula- 
tive days of service over the course of no more 
than two semesters. 

School System Secretaries, who will receive a 
comparable longevity schedule to that of the 
non-unit, non-management staff, will also re- 
ceive a five percent retroactive increase for fis- 
cal year 1987 and a six percent increase for 
fiscal years 1988 and 1989. Some positions have 
been consolidated, and those filling the consol- 
idated positions will also receive an upgrading. 

A salary upgrade anda 5, 6, 6 percent plan of 
increase over the current and next two years 
was negotiated with the cafeteria workers. The 
salary upgrade was neceSsary, said Personnel

Early Release For Seniors 
Runs Into Some Difficulty 


Although the School Committee voted 
in favor of a proposed high school grad- 
uation date of June 2, seniors at Andover 
High met with resistance in reference to 
an early release date for seniors they 
proposed to the School Committee Tues- 
day evening. 

The students planned an early release 
date of May 22, with final exams to e 
taken on May 19, 20 and 21—if finals were 
to be taken at all. The House had added 
an amendment to the proposal that 
would allow teachers to release students 
from taking final exams for classes in 
which they were in good standing. 

Any senior who was behind in school- 
work on the May 22 release date would 
not be allowed to graduate if this propo- 
sal were passed. Senior Lance Lee con- 
tended that this would give students 
more of a sense of responsiblilty and 
would assist staff, who, with a 10-day lee- 
way period for seniors to make up work, 
often had to make up three final exams— 
one for seniors on early release, one for 
seniors who stayed behind to make up 
work, and one for other underclassmen. 

Committee members, although in fa- 
vor of early release, were against it bing 
unconditional. They and the administra- 
tion requested that there be certain re-

quirements to be met by seniors asking 
for early release. 

Superintendent of Schools Kenneth Sei- 
fert commented that he expected that 
early release would be contingent upon 
effort, community service and atten- 
dance, but a student explained that it 
was much to late to arrange community 
service activities for all the seniors.
